Operations are to commence within 
a few weeks on the erection of ano- 
ther hotel in town, as well as several 
new stores on Osler Street, 


The Little Red Deer Coal mine 28 
miles west of Carstairs is now open. 
Coal is $2.00 per ton. Accommodation 
free for men and teams. You can make 
the return trip to Didsbury in two 
days. 


It was 18 degrees below zero on 
Tuesday evening, Wednesday morning 
it was 50 degrees above zero, the re- 
sult of one of Alberta’s famous Chi- 
nook winds, 

Mr, O.W. Hembling, secretary of 
the Didsbury Board of Trade, engaged 
a special train to take the Didsbury 
and Olds farmers to the Seed Grain 
meeting at Red Deer last Thursday. 
The crowd was so large that they 
could not be accommodated when the 
train reached Olds, and many were 
left behind,

The annual meeting of the Didsbury 
branch of the Canadian Red Cross

Smut in Oats and Barley 


In our last article, we commented 
on the alarming and unnecessary 
increase in bunt (stinking smut) of 


wheat. In oats and barley, smut 
disease also causes enormous losses 
| which, for the most part, are avoid- 

vble. 
In the Prairie Provinces, barley 

s subject to three different smut-, 
| and oats to two. Formalin and 
organic mercury dusts may be used 
to control all except the true loos 
smut of barley which responds onl) 
‘o the hot water treatment. 

Complete elimination of smut by 
means of seed treatment is often 
difficult or even impossible. There 
is evidence that formalin is often 
more effective than are the mer- 
curial dusts, particularly when smut 
infestations are severe, But it is 
important to remember that this 
advantage may be more than offset 
by damage to the seed by the use 
of formalin, “Formalin should not 
be used on weak seed or when « 
rapid growth is required to offset 
wireworm damage, disease, weed- 
and soil drifting.” (Guide to Farn 
Practice in Saskatchewan, 1942) 
\lso, if the seed is cracked o; 
damaged, the use of formalin shoul 
be avoided, and it should never } 
used for hulless oats

it is very important to secure 
iniform distribution of dust, ani 
this depends largely on the eflicienc:

Of 13 
different gas producers tested, cight 
were made in Canada, three in Great 
Britain and two in Sweden,

An interesting army story says 
that “Thanks to penicillin, Canadian 
surgeons can now make bone grafts 
of a nature which would have been 
impossible during 1914-18." Also, be- 
cause of the miraculous action of this 
drug in countering infection, they can 
begin their exacting work many 
months earlier than would have been 
possible during World War I. At that 
time no plastic surgeon in his right 
mind would have attempted to per- 
form a bone graft for at least six 
months after the wound had complete- 
ly healed. This is no longer necessary 
today. We mention this only to show 
how our lads are being looked after 
these days.

Interesting Study Of The Flight Of 
Birds In Canada 

Bird banding has been an organized 
branch of scientific research in North 
America since 1920 when the govern- 
ments of Canada, the United States 
and Mexico began co-operating to ad- 
vance the knowledge of bird life on 


the continent. 
About 2,000 “birders” in the three 
countries now attach an estimated 


300.000 bits of stamped aluminum to 
the legs o§ wild birds every year. 
Several thousands of these bands are 
recovered and returned to govern 
ment offices annually and the story 
they tell gives an interesting picture 
of where our feathered friends go 
during the various seasons. 

A bird bander in Saskatchewan 
trapped a barn swallow one July day, 
slipped a ring on its leg and released 


it. Six hours later the bird was re- 
taken in Bolivia. Less than a month 
after a blue-winged teal had been 


banded in Quebec, a hunter in British 


Guinea shot the duck and returned 
the band. 
One of the most dramatic stories 


came from the bands on three Arctic 
terns beautiful, gull like birds, color- 
ed pearl-grey and white with black 
One was banded some years 
ago in Maine and the other two on 
the Labrador coast. Four years after 
the Maine tern was banded it was 
found dead in West Africa. Of the 
Labrador birds. one was found with- 
in four months at La Rechelle, France, 
and the other, within the same time, 
Was recovered in Natal South Africa.

Dr. Lee Owens, head of the Okla- 
homa City University History De 
partment, predicts that nine Euro- 
pean countries will suffer more cas- 
ualties in the second great war than 
they bave in all the other wars they 
have 


fought in the last 825 years 
combined, 
Dr. Owens has just completed a 


study of war casualties for Britain 


France, Germany, Italy, Austria, 
Poland, Lithuania Denmark and 
Spain for the period between 1101 


and 1925 

His figures show that during that 
period the total army strength of 
these countries was 171,607,600 men 
and there were 35416485 casualties. 
This does not inchide those who died

(Dr. Owens did net include, Russia, 
he says, because he considers it an 
Asiatic nation, which was not engag- 


ed in any major wars until compara- 
lively late in its history. However, 
his figures cover European sections of 
Russia which formerly were parts of 
some of the nine countries he listed).
